C. Price as 
the man to whom tho * order la conveyed, 
he finds that ho confronts a different prop- 
osition than tho average man, he finds, he 
cannot ns the treasurer said: "Bluff mo, 
not for n minute." 

There was a heated conversation over the 
'phono lending to Treasurer Price'i olflce 
Monday afternoon, relative to tho sale of 
delinquent property in Zion City. A clerk 
of tho United States Court called up the 
office and (old Mr. Price that ho must not 
sell tho delinquent property in Zion City 
that tho court had ordered that Zion would 
bo protected to tho extent tlmt tho proper' 
ty will not bo sold until they ore Riven 
time to get money to pay tho taxes. - 

"Well, said Treasurer Price, "Do I 
-understand this as nn order for mo not 
to sell the property.'* * 

"Tou do," responded the clerk. 

"Well, 1*11 not accept the order in this 
-way,'* said Mr. Price, Rotting white an 
the clerk became rather overbearing, "I 
am willing to abide by any order of tho 
high court, which I recognize folly but It 
must be done in a business man nor. If 
you -want to enjoin me from selling that 
property as I understand is the intension 
then you must send an 'officer hero with 
proper papers from the court, ' telling me 
what I can and cannot do. Otherwise 
I shall go nbead and sell all the delinquent 
property, I um no school boy, I know what 
tho law says and I must obey it unless I am 
properly prevented." 

The clerk Insisted that he could not sell 
tho land, milling that be was- then giving 
him, the order.

"Well business is business and I can r 
obicrvo this kind of nn order,". said. Mr. 
Price, "How do I know that I nm talking 
to n court officer. I don't think any court 
hi the land would expect me to consider nn 
order of this kind holding, and I won't 
do it, thnt Is all there is to it. Act in tbo 
legal way and I shall obey. 
"I have already sold several piece* of land 
marked with Dowie's name on thorn and 
unless a formal order restraining me 1b 
received, I shall sell tho whole business, 
for I havo no alternative." 

And the conversation ended, 

Mr. Price said that ho took up tho tax 
sale Monday morning and among the 
property which came up was pieces out- 
sida of Zion City but in Ilenton, in Dowios 
name, bo said be sold them tho same as 
he did the rest for he had received no in* 
junction restraining him. 

Tho pieces wore all outside of Zion and 
Zion proper will bo takon up Tuesday un- 
less the court interferes. 

The attitude of Mr. Price over the-' 'phone 
was backed up by a prominent attorney 
who was in his office at the time. He said 
ho would not pay attention to the telephone 
order, contention being that it might have 
been a person in California, for that mat- 
ter who was issuing the order. 

At any rate the clork in question was 
rather impertinent to tbo treasurer about 
tho matter and he found that he was talk- 
ing to a man who could not be bluffed for 
a minute. 

Injunction papers restraining the tax 
sate of Zion lands, until tbo Dowie-Voliva 
cose should be settled in tbo court of 
Judge Konesnw M, Land in, in Chicago, 
were served on County Treasurer Price, 
at 10:00 Tuesdoy morning, while the tax 
sates were jn progress.

FIVE ICE TRUSTMEN IN JAIL 

Toledo Dealers Sentenced to One Year 
in Prison and $5,000 Fine.

New York, .lune 20.— Stanford White, 
the eminent architect, of the firm of Mc- 
Kiui, Mend & White, was shot and almost 
instantly killed by Harry Thaw, a member 
of the prominent Pittsburg family, during 
the performance of the musical eitrava- 
ganza Mamzelle Clinmpngne on the roof of 
tho Madison Square Garden. White died 
before an ambulance could be summoned, 
and Thaw was arrested Immediately nfter 
the shooting. 

The Madison Square roof garden, which 
bad been closed for several years, was 
crowded with a fashionable, audience. 
While a Florodora sextelU was singing a 
sons:, mid the garden was echoing with 
the laughter and applause of the audience, 
a perics of shots rattled in the rear of the 
auditorium, and a man in evening dress 
was seen to fail across a table at which be 
was sittinir with a party of friends. The 
man who bad fired the shot fled, pistol in 
hand, toward the nearest exit, where ho 
was seized and disarmed by the police. 

Instantly the great audience was thrown 
into a panic, and a wild stampede occured, 
during which chairs nnd tablet were over- 
turned and men and women fought with 
desperation to escape from the roof. .The 
first intimation of trouble came when 
walking behind his seated victim, and 
drawing an automatic pistol he fired three 
shots. ■ 

White bad been previously to the Man- 
hattan club and had only been at the gar- 



' den a few minutes when Thaw attacked 
him. Thaw had been present during the 
entire performance, With a woman, said 
to be Mrs. Thaw, ho had taken seats at a 
rear table. He was in evening dress, and 
his overcoat was thrown over the back of 
his chair. He got up every few minutes 
nnd walked about, and the spectators later 
recalled that be had acted very nervously, 

Tho sextette of women on the stage bad 
begun a song when Thaw left his wife, 
nnd walking rapidly down tbo aisle stood 
for a few' minutes right behind White, 
looking at him hard. White apparently 
was utterly ignorant of his pari!. Then 
Thaw quickly pulled a pistol, from lua 
trousers' pocket,' and In quick succession 
fired three shots. Two took effect, either 
wound being mortal. White without a 
sound slipped down to tho floor, the chair 
nnd table falling on top of him. ' 

The curtain was rung down "quickly. 
Several men in the audience rushed to 
White's assistance, but the physicians said 
ho bad died instantly. Immediately after 
the shooting Thaw pointed the revolver in 
tbo direction of the stage, and then 'swept 
it around toward the audience as if at- 
tempting to cover his retreat started for 
tho exit. He was quickly disarmed. 

While waiting for the car to come, 
Thaw's wife,; who was Evelyn Nesbit, a 
member of the original Florodora sextette, 
rushed up to him, threw her arms around 
him and declared: "I'll stand by you, 
Harry."

unexpected sentence of 85,000 line and one, 
year's imprison ineut, the maximum under 
the law, five Toledo ice dealers, convicted 
of operating n trust, occupy tho second floor 
corridor in the county jail awaiting com- 
mitment to the work house. The men whose 
punishment was fixed Monday nre: 

Joseph A. Miller, manager of the Toledo 
fee and Coal company. 

Il.C. Lerainon and R. A. Beard of the 
Hygenia Ice Company. 

Peter H, Walters of the Michigan Lake 
Ico Company, - 

Henry P. Brening of the Buw Beese Lake 
Ice Company. . 

The convicted men, who stood high in 
the commerical world of the city, are now 
branded with the stigma of a common crim- 
inal as a result of violations oE the Valen- 
tine anti-trust law, which makes it a crime 
to enter into a conspriracy in restraint of 
trade. .Miller, Walter and Brening have 
been engaged in the ice bussiness in Toledo 
for years*. Beard and Lemmon are both 
young, well known in society and belong 
to prominent families. 

Under the espionage of the sheriff and 
his deputies tho fivo were taken to the 
offices of their attorneys in the afternoon, 
and their ways and means of getting out 
wore discussed. It was finally decided 
that a petition be filed in the morning ask- 
ing JudgoKinknde to commute the sentence 
or grant them immunity from part penalty 
on condition that they make restitution, to 
the public. But owing to the fact that the, 
•judge is occupied with a big criminal case 
it is hardly likely that bo will hear the 
application. He intimated to-day that he 
would not do so, nnd it seems that thero is 
not a chance for tho men toeBCapo at least 
temporary commitment to the workhouse, 
where, liko the common felon of the streets, 
they will bo compelled to don the prison 
stripoH and help make bricks. 

This Is the most prompt conviction ever 
secured hero in 'aenso where the men im- 
plicated were of Buch prominence. Two or 
three oF tbo defendants are worth more 
than 8100,000. each. In tho opinion oE 
prosecuting attorney, Lyiuaa Waclicnbei* 
mer, to whom goes tho credit of the result, 
it Is a great victory of tho people. 

On March 11 last, so the evidence show- 
ed, Miller, Lemmon nnd Board met in the 
office of tho Toledo Ice and Coal Company 
and agreed upon r a schedule of prices for 
this summer. This schedule was then 
taken to the other ice men, and. they too 
agreed upon It. This was the inception oE 
the ice trust. ; The" next day notice was 



Baw Beese. Sc miller and Hygcir Ice com- 
panies, which controlled the trade in Toledo 
would sell ice according to tho adopted 
schedule, which showed nn average increase 
in prices of nearly 100 per cent over that of 
last year. 

When this announcement was made, 
public protest was raised and immediately 
grocers, butchers and saloonkeepers got to* 
gether and organized independent ice com- 
panies. Then the matter was taken to 
Prosecutor Wacheaheimer. Ho ngreed to 
lay the case before the grand jury and im- 
mediately - began to. gather evidence. 
Under the Dover law, which grunts im- 
munity from punishment to ono who gives 
information concerning a trust of which he 
is a member, Wacheaheimer was able to 
get a statement from Geo. Schuller. Then 
he sot information from Edward Vbtiinay- 
er of the Toledo Ice and Coal Company, in 
whose office the trust was formed. 

With this preliminary evidence the 
proseceter went to tho grand jury. The 
result was that indictments were returned 
against the firemen who have bein convict- 
ed and Schullor. Schuller 's case wasnollied 
for his se*r vices and the others were put to 
trial. , 

Miller alone fought his case and when 
be had finished fighting It took hut an 
hour o? so for the jury to bring in u verdict 
of guilty. Two days after Beard and 
Lemmon entered a plea of guilty. Then 
followed similar pleas by Brening and 
tWjvtters. 

Because of this action of the defendants 
the judge, in passing sentence, said he 
would allow them to make reparation. Tbo 
court said : 

"If any defendant can come here with a 
proposition whlchT may not frame nor en- 
force, but which which will be volunteered 
by him, -and by the terms oE which the 
price of ice in this community is restored 
to its figures before March II, 1900, and 
there is evidence that the monoy taken 
from the public wrongfully since that time 
is restored, to it in somo manner, I will 
consider the individual needs of each de- 
fendant and bo modify the sentence qb 
will make it adequate inhis particular case. 

I have no power, to compel this, nor can 
I say what this proposition shall be, but if 
one shall be drawn up and presented which 
oanboeuforced it will bo received and 
considered? The complete sentence will 
stand for. the present; as the docket is 
too much : j burdened for me to take up 
a motion for modification now,

One or two small leaks were detected 
by going over all the pipes and hold- 
ing a lighted match to them, The 
smell of gas ceased, but was replaced 
a few hours later by the smell of 
burning wood. Another visit to the 
cellar showed a charred floor Joist a 
little distance above a gas pipe. There 
was no apparent cause for this until 
a very close examination discovered 
that a. tiny Jet of gas was issuing 
from the pipe beneath the beam. It 
was lighted, but was so small as to be 
bluo In color and nearly Invisible. It 
had been lighted by the match used 
In the first investigation, but had not 
been noticed. ■

In a lead joint Instead of an Iron con- 
nection," aald a gas man; "there 
would probably have been work for 
.the flro department. The smallest 
possible Jet of lighted gas Issuing 
through, lead will In time heat, and 
molt the lead and make the leak larg- 
er, until a big flame la Issuing, Thle 
may make a Are hours later, in the 
dead of night or at a time when no 
one Is In the house. Tho only prop- 
er way to look tor those very small 
leaks Is to paint tho suspected plpo 
with a. smooth soap lather. Just as' 
in the caBe'of a bicycle .tire; the tini- 
est leak will blow a bubble in the

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MISS DEUGKERING

Who then placed the poison in the corn- 
meal? .- 

"That girl has told tho most straightfor- 
ward story I ever heard a person tell," 
said State's Attorney Hanna. "She not ! 
only told all he asked her but she volunteer- 
ed much of it herself." 

If the girl is guilty (and coroner's jury 
did not believe she is) then aheiB tho most 
deceptive woman the writer has aver seen. 

She is a pretty little maiden with a 
round, happy face which looks just the 
opposite from that of a person with mean 
instincts or desperate motives in her mind. 

She says she cooked the gems, that no- 
body else was in 1 , the kitchen,' that nobody 
touched the cornmeal but her;- thnt she 
handed the gem to her father and later 
threw them to the chickens and dog. In 
no way did she try to shift the blame to 
anybody. 

• ; But still, ebe nor her mother could figure 
out how or why anybody should wish to 
kill her father, or either of them and the 
more one thinks of it tho deeper the mys- 
tery becomes. 

Knowing that she was suspected of the . 
crime, the strain on the girl was terrible* 
After she had shaken hands with the' coij 
oner's jury yesterday, tears came to br- 
eves ns she answered a few questions, SL 
said she had been under the most terribl\ \ 
strain imaginable, adding; "-•-' 

"Only ono who has passed thru such an 
ordeal has any idea of*. what it is.

At the canal zone the Isth- 
mus Is forty wiles wide In a direct 
line; but the canal can not be built on 
a straight line, having several curves 
to accommodate Itself to mountain 
spurs.

Commercial Event or the Aige, 

By dividing a hemisphere, man will 
create a now commerce of the world, 
and bring the countries of both sides of 
the giobo into closer relationship.

This will give six 
bins, slzo 35 feet by 7 feet, nnd feet 
high. This will also allow for n- pas- 
sage across tho middle of the building 8 
feet wide, which will give access to all 
of the bins and can be used for cleaning 
grain, as well ns storing small Imple- 
ments, The floor should be raised four 
feet from the ground to make It dry 
and convenient for loading, grain, as 
well as to provide for the elevator, and 
belting below the floor, The walls be- 
ing of stone, should be 13 feet high; 
this will provide for 4 feet below the 
floor, one foot for floor, then 8 feet to 
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Yellows must bo reckoned with by 
the peach grower as one of tbe troubles* 
he will have to light Its cause Is not 
yet known, and no cure for a true case 
of yellows has yet been found.

' In case you have overfed chicks on 
too, much starchy foods till diarrhea 
has resulted, tho following ration ha* 
been found beneficial' In correcting the 
trouble : 

Bran throe parts hy measure, euru- 
meal two parts, cut clover two parts, 
meat meul ono part. Let the birds have 
access to this at nil times. Feed roots 
nnd cabbage, nil they will cut, and one 
full feed of. whole grain an hour before 
they go to roost Lot this be wheat 
ono night, barley tbe next, corn the 
third, and then go; over the list again. 
Give no medicine. Deep litter for exer- 
cise lu getting tho. grnln, with fresh 
water several times a dny. When the 
nnlntal supply of food has been too 
small tho birds fill up constantly on 
starchy foods, overtaxing the Uvcr and 
digestion, Diarrhea and breakdown nro 
tho natural outcome of this method of 
feeding. Growing birds will stand high 
feeding, but when a bird has reached 
maturity more careful feeding is. re- 
quired. , 

,Bmnll Fruit Farm. . 

Small fruit culturo will bring the 
family bigger returns than 'anything 
else about the farm. Knowing this, It 
Is strange that so many country people 
prefer to buy dried fruits rather than 
grow them right In their own gardens. 
Any soli thnt will produce a vigorous 
growth of corn nud potatoes will br all 
right for fruits. The air rant Is one 
of tho most vnluuble of our small f cults. 
It Is hardy, easy to cultivate und yields 
abundnntly. Good. cultivation and se- 
vere pruning will increase tbe size of 
the fruit. Plenty of old manure should 
be spaded In about the roots, und the 
soil should bo kept clean and mellow. 
Oq account of its hardiness the cur- 
rant bushes are too often left to shift 
for themselves, and of course when 
left. In this condition one need not ex- 
pect big, flue-flavored fruit Currants 
do best- In a somewhat protected loca- 
tion. 

Tho gooseberry bushes ' are. also 
shamefully neglected, until blight and 
dlscaBe destroy the proHpect of a crop.' 
With sensible care, such us pruulng, 
cultivation and. tho use of fungicides, 
the culturo of this Quo fruit may be 
made certain and even remunerative.' 
So many of the best varieties nre nf- 
fected with mildew, that no oho who 
expects' to. get -well-developed fruit 
should ' neglect sprnylng.— -Southern 
Fruit Grower/ 

- Select Ins Seed Corn, 

Tho experiment station of Ohio fur- 
nishes valuable Information in a bulle- 
tin on the selection of corn for seed, 
tho < selection being made during the 
growing of the plnut In the field, which 
ought to have the. careful attention of 
growers of corn everywhere. Taking* 
Dent corn for' the purpose, It is scored 
n's follows: Vigor of plant, 20 points; 
position of enr, 5 points ; weight of car, 
(SO points ; length of enr, G points; mil 
fortuity of .plant nnd ear, w points, 
and shape of kernel and size of 'garni, 

io^points.. ; ' . _ 

■ '"Very .Important' is the note which 
gives the disqualifications, as plants 
growing under less than uoruinl stand; 
plants lying upon the ground or bad- 
ly broken ; plants diseased ; plants ma- 
turing too late or too, early. 'To select 
the seed corn from such plants Is fatal 
to tho following crop. The vigor of the 
plant Is Indicated by the circumfer- 
ence of tho stalk below tho car; by Its 
upright growth and by -Its' leaf devel- 
opment and freedom from disease, , 

Tho ideal position of the ear Is such 
that It docs not pull too heavily upon 
the plant i The weight of "the car Is to 
be determined' by scales when the ear 
la thoroughly alr : dry, 
• :Tlio plan.of uniformity of plant and 
ear' Is based on the habit of ■growth and 
vigor of plant as well as sice, shape, 
color and Indentation : of ear, 'Corn' 
growers everywhere should profit by 
these points,. which will mean decided*

To nrrange nn elevntor for horse 
power, a hopper thnt will hold at least

vntor Is nn ordinary built elevator with 
buckets standi ug upright and In the 
rear corner of center bin. The box nt 
bottom of elevator must be close on the 
ground to be connected with the deliv- 
ery hopper by a spout, with sulllelcnt 
slope thnt the grain will run freely. 
Hie elevator will discharge well above 
tho upper joists Into n hopper In the 
renter of the building, to which a fun- 
nel-shaped spout Is attached, that can 
be shifted to deliver into any of tiie 
bins.

For CaUoaaea Shoulder**.' 

A farmer In North Dakota gives his 
method of treatment and cure of cal- 
loused shoulders of work horses In the 
Dakota Fanner, which he snys he ban 
used with uniform success, as follows: 

"I cut n silt in tho front part of the 
collar opposite tho callous, then cut 
another slit nt right angles across the 
first one. I then take out enough of 
the filling to allow for callous. After 
soaking face of collar In wnrni wuter 
I lay the front part, where ehta have 
been made, on a plank or something 
solid, and pound face of collar where 
It presses on callous, with round-faced 
hammer, till n sufflelcut hollow ha* 
.been innde, This plan will work 
whether collar has been used with or 
without pad. Then when the horse 
comes In from work I bathe the callous 
In water us* hot as can be borne und 
pnlut with ldolnc. You will find this 
plan worth trying, nnd I will guarantee 
the collar wll not bo Injured," 



Atfnlfn Seed. 

: The constantly IncrenBlng acrougo of 
alfalfa and the nigh price of seed make 
purity and germ I nubility of tho latter 
of the lilghe.it importance. Bulletin 
No.,JU3, just Issued by the agricultural 
experiment station, 1 '.Manhattan, Kan., 
treats of' nirulfa eeed nnd the various 
Impurities and dofcota to which It Is 
liable. The methods of testing aya lia- 
ble to fanners nnd seedsmen and more 
elaborate outs practiced tit the station 
are described In detail. Tho bulletin 
Is lavishly Illustrated nnd may bo ob- 
tained free on application. 

Preventing Ccrtnr ittmt. 
The disease called cedar rust, which 
spreads' to apple trees from cedar ap- 
ples, commonly carried on cedar trees, 
and pasture snvlns, thus been luyostl- 
gated 'at the Nebraska station with' the 
conclusion that spraying with bordeaux 
'mixture will keep the disease in check, 
making tho application when the cedar 
apples oli, cedar trees ehowytho orange 
color, .followed with another sprnylng

The work of different experiment sta- 
tions lias shown that a Inrge number of 
foreign Reeds arc contained In clover 
nnd ii If ;i If a seed, Including tho dod- 
ders, which tire so destructive to alfal- 
fa, and n large number of bad weed 
pests like the narrow plantain, wild 
mustard and n host of new weeds. 

One Impure sample of Inst year's sup- 
ply contained thirty-two species of for- 
eign seeds, Including both species of 
dodder, the pi an in Ins, many common 
weeds, three species of Western weeds 
that are uew In Ohio and ns many 
European weeds that have been here- 
tofore unknown lit this State. At least 
a dozen new weeds have been Intro- 
duced into Ohio In nlfalfu sped during 
Iiulf as many ycurs. 

WIjIIq this Is unacceptable it is still 
more so to get only black medlck (yel- 
low trefoil) plants ns tnnny have done, 
where supposed nlfnlfn seed wns sown. 
In theso times of high-priced seeds 
there Is temptation to adulterate with 
chenp seeds like the black medlck, eta, 
which have very slight rnluo ns forego 
plants with us; there Is like disposi- 
tion to offer seeds with many weed 
seeds, nt low prices. Both these dan- 
gers nro real. Intending purchasers of 
such seeds will do well to bo assured of 
their quality. 

Slilplilnir Ilur to Denier*. 

During the last two years a number 
or rogues In different sections of the 
country have been offering a considera- 
ble advance on the market price of hay 
nml tho i na nds o>f tous have been ship- 
ped to thene iwoplc for which the pro- 
ducer received little or no return. With 
bay, ns with other articles of farm 
produce, It 1st usually best to eell It as 
licit r home ns possible. In every farm- 
ing center there nro reliable dealers 
who will pay a fair price for such pro- 
ducts nnd pity spot ensh for them. True, 
they sell them nt nn ndvnncc, but It Is 
almost Imjiosslhle for .the grower to 
rench those outside sources of demand, 
hence he can hotter nfford to let the 
locnl dealer make n dollar or two than 
he can to take any chances In shipping 
himnelf, and especially to people of 
whom he knows nothing. The writer 
yearly sella his surplus hny to a local 
llverymau and gets the cash on deliv- 
ery. Opportunities offer to bale It and 
ship to the city nt an ndvnnce on the 
locnl price, but we havo figured that 
our labor, time nnd element of risk In 
the latter proposition Is not wnrrun-tod 
by tho higher price, so wo "let well 
enough alone," nnd It generally pays to 
do this, — Indlnnapolla News. 



Outlet for Ornln. 

One of tbe most common ns well as 
most elllcient protections for the outlet 
of a main drain Is a plunk box with 
wire burs plnccd vertically across the 
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end about two Inches apart. Such a 
box should be made of 2-lnch plank, 
12 feet long nnd largo enough to admit 
of the Insertion of tho tile Into the 
upper end., A protection of 'this kind 
serves a double purpose, It prevents 
small animals from entering the drain 
and will uot bo damaged by frost. 



Smaklnir Meat. 

Tlie best fuel for smoking meats Is 
green hickory or maple wood, smoth- 
ered with sawdust of the samo mate- 
rial. Hardwood of any kind Is prefer- 
able to soft wood. Tteslnous woods 
should never be used, as they are like- 
ly to Impart Ibnd flavors to the products. 
Corncobs are the "best substitutes for 
hardwood nnd may be used If desired. 
Soft -wxxkIs nud corncobs give off largo 
amounts of enrbon In burning, nnd this 
Is deposited on the meat, making Jt 
dark In color and of rank flavor. Juni- 
per berries nnd fragrant woods nre 
sometimes added to the fire to flavor 
the meat 



GrnltN In Diu-L* or Cnttle. 

Grubs In cnttle are caused by the 
gadfly depositing Its eggs on' tho backs 
of cnttle, and the young Inr-rac, alter 
Issuing from tho egg, bores Its way 
through the animal's skin and remains 
lodged In tho cellular tissue until It 
attains maturity. - The grub may bo de- 
tected, by n swelling of the skin of the 
animal. The b welling should be 
squeezed, which will cause the larvae 
to be ejected. If It Is iio.t easily re- 
moved, a Pinal I opening should be mndc 
lu tho skin with a sharp-pointed knife, 
and the" larvae umy then bo extracted 
with a curved needle. 



Tlinnder Storinli nnd Sour Milk, 

.Tho .primary cnusoof sour milk Is 
the growth of 'certain bacteria that are 
always, very, numerous In the- air and 
r,nnnot bo kept out of tho milk. These 
ore most' nbum?aut during dniup, heavy 
weather, which usually accompanlca 
thunder storuiu ; ns such weather is par- 
ticularly favorahlb to their develop- 
ment. ' Hence, tho popular notion that 
thunder storms make milk sour.

MILLIONAIRE A MURDERER. 



Ilnrrjr Thaw Kill. Stanford White 
In XeiT York. 

Stanford White, n well-known New 
York architect, member of exclusive 
clubs nml prominent in society, was 
shot nnd Instantly killed hy Harry Ken- 
dall Thaw, member of the I'lttshnrg 
family of millionaires nnd husband of 
Evelyn Nesblt, the actress, at tbe Madi- 
son Square Hoof Gnrdcn Monday night. 

Mr, White wns an old friend of' the 
Ncshlt fnnilly and was Inst rumen tul In 
procuring a position on the stage for 
Evelyn, when she came to New York 
years tigo and served for some time as 
an artist's model. ' . 

It was near the close of "Mamselle 
Champagne," a musical comedy, Willi 
which the gnrdcn was opened, that 
Thaw approached the table at which 
White was Heated wlih another innti 
nud Ilred three shots from an autuinatlc 
revolver into the breast of tho urchl- 
test. 

Thaw wns arrested without tnnking 
any resistance nfter he had dramati- 
cally nssured the terrllied nudlenee by 
gesture that be would shoot no more 
and hud emptied Ills wenpou of car- 
tridges. He wns locked In the West 
30th street police station, where he 
made a statement that the death of 
Wh ltd wns deserved for many reasons. 

There Is uo doubt that jealousy, 
amounting almost to an Insane hatred, 
wns responsible for the deed. In Ills* 
statement Thaw mentioned several 
times the name of his wife, coupling 
this with characterizations of White 
that ho was a blackguard and a scoun- 
drel, Mrs, Thaw was on the roof nt the 
time of the tragedy. She bad only time 
to rush out ns the special policeman 
was leading bet husband nwny a pris- 
oner and throw her arms around his 
neck, crying hysterically, "Oh, Hurry! 
Harry! Harry!" when sho collapsed 
and wns taken nwny by friends. 

Tbe throng In the theater was near 
a panic That there was no disaster 
was due to tho scene thnt wns then on 
the stage, to the coolness of Lionel 
Lawrence, the stage manager, to several 
men lu the nudience nnd to attaches.

They knew, nnd 
have known for several years, that 
against tho architect Thaw had the 
most bitter feeling.

butter. Butter made from sour cream 
kept as wcll.wtillo In storage at. low tem- 
perature, but rapidly deteriorated after 
being taken out. making it entirely unsat- 
isfactory, Butter heavily suited did not 
keep us well at that with little salt. 



PRESIDENT TO SEE CANAL. 



Full Trl|i to I'rinnmn Will Ileplncn 
Proncmed Western Tour. 

Announcement of President Boose- 
volt's Intetitloii to visit the Isthmus of 
I'uiiiiinn next fall and pern finally Inves- 
tigate the work of construction on the' 
great wnterwny enmc ns u surprise 
from the White House, a Washington 
correspondent stiya Incidentally It was 
also given out that Mr. Itoosevelt would 
uot make the proposed trip to S/m 
I'-ranctscd In tlie fall nor tho tour of 
the Middle West which he had con- 
hHiiplnted for next spring. In Mny, 
11)07, however, lie will tnkp n run Into 
Mlehtgun, stopping ht'Lnnsliig for the, 
agricultural college celebration. 

It Ik expected the President will 
leave Washington for Panama the lat- 
ter pnrf of next October or In the early 
tlnys of November. lie will be nbscut 
about three weeks. The trip probubly 
will be mndc on one of the big cruisers 
of the navy, but what vessel will curry 
the President nud his party Is yet not 
known. 

None of the dctnlls of the trip haH 
yet been worked out. Beyond the hare 
decision to make tlie trip the President 
has reached practically no conclusions. 
It Is likely he will be accompanied on 
tlie Journey by Secretary Tuft and 
ChniriiHY-i Shouts of the Panama Canal 
Commission, hut even this has not been 
determined definitely. 

The President bus long desired per- 
sonally to Inspect the mute of tlie cuunl 
nud to mnkc himself porsonnlly famil- 
iar with the grout undertaking of con- 
structing the water way. The decision 
thnt he will visit tho American zone 
on tlie Isthmus of Panama was uot 
reached hastily, ■ but has been under 
consideration for a considerable time. 
It Is the expectation thnt the President 
will be nhln to spend at least n week 
on the canal zone and In thnt time ha 
will 'familiarize himself with the situa- 
tion by a study of it nt close range,. A 
personal visit to tbe canal zone, will 
enable him to handle with nn absolute 
knowledge of the situation the great 
problems which constnntly will be, aris- 
ing In connection with the work of 
canal construction nnd administration.

A 
su lute of seventy-one guns wns Hrcd 
and ufter the singing of a hymn hy the 
cathedral choir the bishop offered 
prayer. 

Momentmm "Ycnr for Norwnr. 
The. crowning of King Haakon VII. 
and Queen Mhiid was made possible by 
the momentous events of last summer 
in Norway. For mnny yeara differ- 
ences bad existed between that country 
and Sweden ns to the Interpretation to 
be put upon the convention of IS 14, nnd 
the rlkstag of lain. Norway claimed 
to be nu Independent nation and net to 
belong constitutionally to Sweden. Tbo 
right to appoint consulsto foreign coun- 
tries was one ot the chief matters in 
dispute far several years. In 'May tho 
Norwegian storthing passed a bill for 
a separate consular system. It was 
vetoed by King Oscar, whereupon tho 
'Norwegian council of;stnte resigned. 
The resignation wns not accepted and 
then the storthing passed n resolution 
declaring the union between- Norway 
nnd Sweden under ono King dissolved. 
This was on June 7. For some time 
war between the two countries wns 
threatened, but finally commissioners 
were appointed nnd the treaty "of Cari- 
stad was adopted by which the dissolu- 
tion of the old tics was continued and 
arrangements riutde for future rela- 
tions, on tbo basis of complete Inde- 
pendence. 

Some of the people of Norway wero 
In favor of establishing n rcnubllc, but 
tbo majority were opposed to tnklng 
such a radical step and tbc government.
